The Christmas season begins early 
in Scandinavia. The Finns are ahead 
of their neighbors and celebrate 
Little Christmas over the last week¬ 
end in November with dinner par 
ties for family and friends. 

In Stockholm, the Skansen Christ¬ 
mas Fair enlivens the first two Sun¬ 
days in December. There you’ll find 
dancers twirling . . . fiddlers play¬ 
ing by the firelight in the old 
farmhouse . . . ladies baking the 
traditional flatbread on iron griddles 
over the embers . . . while outside 
the old Julbocken chases the chil¬ 
dren around the gaily decorated 
stalls. Then on the thirteenth all 
Sweden celebrates St. Lucia’s Day. 

In the weeks before Christmas 
towns and villages all over Scan¬ 
dinavia are gay with fir branches 
— long graceful strands decorating 
shops and houses, perhaps with a 
delicate frosting of new snow. The 
streets and stores are thronged with 
shoppers and after dark the cities 
are a veritable fairyland of twink¬ 
ling lights and flaming torches, and 
brightly lit Christmas trees in mar¬ 
ket places and squares. 

DENMARK 

Laughing, gift-laden shoppers 
ride home on streetcars decked with 
trees. In harbors, the ships — and 
even tugs and fishing boats—hoist 
Christmas trees to the masthead. 
And, of course, you’ll remember 
Risengrod . . . the marzipan pig as 
a prize for finding the almond . . . 
the goose, stuffed to bursting with 
apples and prunes . . . the aroma 
from Rod Kaal. In Jutland, Funen, 
Zealand and Bornholm, it is Christ¬ 
mas in Denmark — and wonderful 
to be there! 

FINLAND 

Christmas trees appear in the 
market places around Little Christ¬ 
mas; the last Sunday in November, 
a big day for parties, carols, ginger¬ 
bread snaps and Joulupuuro (Christ¬ 
mas porridge). You’ll share with the 
children that great moment on 
Christmas eve when the candles are 
lit on the Christmas tree and Santa 
Claus arrives after his long trip 
from . . . where else but Korvatun- 
turi in far Lapland! After a quiet 
family Christmas day you’ll be 
ready for the fun on St. Stephen’s 
with its traditional Tapanin Paiva 
horse races, visiting and dancing. 
Throughout the festive season your 
greeting in Finland will be “Hau- 
skaa Joulua” — Merry Christmas! 

NORWAY 

Silver bells are ringing, and Jule- 
nek is put out in the snow for the 
birds. The soft white blanket lies 
over the town and country, and the 
sleighs go scrunching by. The can¬ 
dles are lit, and the choirs sing the 
traditional carols again.

THE LUCIA LEGEND 
AND FESTIVITIES 

The story of Lucia is one of the 
most colorful in Scandinavian folk¬ 
lore. Lucia was born of noble par¬ 
entage in Syracuse, Sicily, and rais¬ 
ed in the Christian faith. As a girl 
she secretly vowed to dedicate her 
life to God and distribute her wealth 
among the poor, but her mother 
sought to marry her to a pagan of 
important family and great wealth. 
Lucia refused, because of her vow. 
The rejected suitor had Lucia 
brought to trial as a Christian. She 
was accused of witchcraft and died 
a martyr’s death at the stake on 
December 13, 304 AD. 

Lucia means light. During Lucia’s 
persecution her eyes were put out 
but were miraculously restored. 
Thus Lucia became the patron saint 
of those with eye afflictions. She is 
always portrayed as the Queen of 
Light. The Lucia legend is linked 
with Sweden for two reasons. Under 
the old Julian calendar Lucia’s Feast 
Day, December 13th, was the short¬ 
est day of the year. At a time of 
great famine in the province of 
Varmland, a large vessel appeared 
on Lake Vanern, and at its helm 
stood a beautiful maiden in a gleam¬ 
ing white robe, her head encircled 
by a crown of radiant beams. As 
the vessel touched the shore, large 
quantities of food and clothing ap¬ 
peared. Then, when everyone had 
been cared for, the ship disappeared 
as quickly as it had come. 

St. Lucia’s feast day and the re¬ 
turn of light after a dark winter has 
been celebrated in Stockholm since 
1655. 

On St. Lucia’s Day, families all 
over Sweden are awakened by a 
Lucia, usually the oldest daughter 
of the family, singing the old 
Sankta Lucia song. She is dressed 
in a white robe and wears a crown 
of green leaves and lighted candles. 

The biggest public celebration 
takes place in Stockholm where 
hundreds of girls compete for the 
honor of becoming the Stockholm 
Lucia. 

The Lucia tradition has, of course, 
a deeper meaning. The return of 
light becomes a symbol of faith and 
hope to mankind.

Swedish Tea Ring makes 1 large 
ring. 

% cup milk 
% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
% cup butter or margarine 
% cup very warm water 

1 package or cake of yeast, 
active dry or compressed. 

2 eggs, beaten 

4 cups sifted flour (app.) 

2 tablespoons melted butter 
or margarine 
2 teaspoons cinnamon 
% cup raisins, optional 

Scald milk; stir in sugar, salt and 
butter; cool to lukewarm. Measure 
very warm water into large bowl. 
Sprinkle or crumble in yeast; stir 
to dissolve. Stir in lukewarm milk 
mixture, beaten eggs and half the 
flour; beat until smooth. Stir in re¬ 
maining flour to make soft dough. 
Turn out onto lightly floured 
board. Knead until smooth and elas¬ 
tic, about 8 minutes. Cover; let rise 
in warm place, free from draft, un¬ 
til doubled, about 45 minutes. 
Knead down. Cover; let rise until 
doubled, about 30 minutes. Turn 
dough out on lightly floured board. 
Roll into 18x9-inch rectangle. Brush 
with melted butter. Sprinkle with 
cinnamon and raisins (if desired); 
roll lenghtwise. Shape roll into a 
ring on greased baking sheet; seal 
ends. Snip almost to centre at 1-inch 
intervals with scissors. Pull sections 
apart and twist slightly. Cover; let 
rise until half doubled, about % 
hour. Bake at 350° F 25 minutes. 
Frost with confectioners’ sugar icing 
while warm. Decorate with nuts 
and maraschino cherries if desired.

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NORWEGIAN FOREIGN 
MINISTER PROMOTES

Foreign Minister Svenn Stray of 
Norway opened his first major for¬ 
eign policy survey to the Norwegian 
Storting in October with a discussion 
of Norway’s application for mem¬ 
bership in the European Common 
Market. He underlined that the ex¬ 
pansion of EEC as a means of 
strengthening Europe should be 
seen in the context of East-West re¬ 
lations and that between Europe 
and the United States.

Foreign Minister 
Stray reiterated the Government’s 
view that such a conference must 
be held only after thorough pre¬ 
parations and at a time when all 
interested countries consider it de¬ 
sirable and propitious. The Govern¬ 
ment hopes that organized prepara¬ 
tions for the security conference 
may soon be undertaken on a mul¬ 
tilateral level.

NOBEL PRIZE 
WINNERS 


The 1970 Nobel Prize award for 
physics was divided between Han- 
nes Alfven of Sweden and French¬ 
man Louis Neel. 

They receive a cash prize equi¬ 
valent to about $80,000, which will 
be divided between the two. 

They received the award for fun¬ 
damental discovery each has made 
about the nature of magnetism. 
Their complex discoveries have had 
wide application in several fields. 

Announcing the award, the aca¬ 
demy said Alfven’s studies laid the 
foundation of magneto-hydrodyna¬ 
mics, a field essential for the an¬ 
alysis of cosmic explosions. 

Alfven, 62, who works at the 
Royal Technical School in Stock¬ 
holm, is currently visiting the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Diego. 

The chemistry prize was won by 
French-born Luis Leloir of Argen¬ 
tina. He will also get an equivalent 
of $80,000. 

Prof. Paul A. Samuelson of Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
was awarded the 1970 Nobel Prize 
in economics. The award was 
created last year by the Swedish 


Central Bank. 

Also, Norman Ernest Borlaug, 
American agricultural expert who 
helped the world develop better 
grains through the so-called “green 
revolution”, was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

The 1970 Nobel Prize for medi¬ 
cine has been awarded to Swedish 
scientist Ulf Von Euler, Sir Bern¬ 
ard Katz of Britain and American 
scientist Julius Axelrod. 

The three were awarded the 
prize, worth 400,000 crowns ($76,- 
800) “for their discoveries concern¬ 
ing the humoral transmitters in the 
nerve terminals and the mechanisms 
for their storage, release and in¬ 
activation,” the Karolinska Institute 
said in its citation. 

Von Euler, 65, is professor of 
physiology at the Karlinska Institute 
in Stockholm. 

The three are dividing the prize 
equally. 

Their work has given answers to 
questions of fundamental impor¬ 
tance for the understanding of the 
mechanism behind the transmission 
between the nerve cells.

We had ar¬ 
rived in Nairobi full of stories we 
had heard about the animals, but 
scarcely prepared for the excite¬ 
ment of our first sight of an ele¬ 
phant close at hand, or of a giraffe 
standing calmly beside the highway, 
watching our arrival; and as if on 
cue, posed in the most graceful 
manner until our eager camera 
shutter had closed. 

Upon arriving in this immense 
country, we were met by Miss 
Emily Awid, who has lived in Nai¬ 
robi for three years as an employee 
of the World Bank. Our entire visit 
had been meticulously planned by 
her, and our short time there was 
packed with excitement. 

Our first visit was to be to Na- 
kuru Lake, noted for its large pop¬ 
ulation of flamingos. As we left the 
modem city of Nairobi we were 
soon travelling through country 
much like the plains of our prairies, 
with one difference — lions. On the 
highway outside Nairobi, many 
Africans offered their wares to the 
passing motorists by stepping out 
onto the highway and displaying 
them to the wary and cautious driv¬ 
er, who had a choice of possibly 
hitting them or stopping. 

We stopped once! So many per¬ 
sons, seemingly from nowhere, sur¬ 
rounded the car, all with different 
crafts to sell. Sheepskins, pottery, 
woven goods, eggs and fruit were 
shoved in front of the windshield, 
through the partly open windows 
and even over the rear window. 
After much discussion and several 
sets of place mats and baskets, we 
gradually moved the car ahead,

leaving many outstretched hands of 
disappointed people. 

Our arrival at Nakuru Lodge was 
timed to be the best hour of the 
day to see the flamingos. 

“Watch for a pinkish haze around 
the Lake,” I was told, but from my 
vantage point it looked like a beau¬ 
tiful beach. Until we had driven 
several more miles ahead, the beach 
became an unbelievable moving 
mass of pink on the lake. Hundreds 
of thousands of deep pink flamin¬ 
gos chattering and diving. We were 
able to drive within 50 yards of 
the edge of the lake, and by quiet¬ 
ly sneaking closer we reduced the 
distance by several yards before 
their wariness caused a fluttering of 
wings and they flew or swam to a 
safer distance. How many pictures 
did we take here? One could use 
a whole roll and still want to cap¬ 
ture more of their beauty! 

From Nakuru Lodge we pro¬ 
ceeded to Outspan, the meeting 
place for people going to Treetops, 
known throughout the world be¬ 
cause it was here a Princess be¬ 
came a Queen. After a bus ride of 
nine miles through the forest we 
arrived at a gate where, headed by 
an armed White Hunter, we walk¬ 
ed the 100 yards to the lodge. It is 
truly in the treetops, having to 
climb steps to enter the lodge. 
Warned of the monkeys’ agility and 
speed we were not surprised when 
a biscuit was snatched from the 
hand of a startled guest just before 
he was about to eat it. 

The night of watching the water 
hole for the arrival of the animals 
began. First the waterbuck and 
bushbuck, then the water buffalo, 
the zebras, the rhinos and finally 
the elephants which appeared from 
the forest in countless numbers — 
the male keeping a close watch on 
his family, discouraging the ad¬ 
vances of the lonely bachelor with 
a grunt and push of his trunk. One 
even becomes accustomed to the 
sight of so many elephants after so 
many hours, and the grunting and 
heavy footsteps outside our window 
finally lulled us to sleep.

A JOURNEY TO REMEMBER 
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Scandinavian History and Culture Probed

Olaf Sveen — 

Christmas is the Christian celebra¬ 
tion in memory of the birth of 
Christ. 

Since the middle of the fifth cen¬ 
tury it has been celebrated on the 
25th of December. 

Some of the customs connected 
with the celebration of Christmas 
is older than Christianity, and go 
back to old pagan fertility rites and 
offerings at the midwinter festivi¬ 
ties. 

Dr. Charles Bourassa of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta is here to talk 
about these festivities, and my 
daughter Ingrid will ask him some 
questions on this. 

Ingrid — 

Christmas is meant to remind us 
of the birth of Christ. Pagans could 
not have had a Christmas, could 
they? 

Dr. Bourassa — 

You’re right of course. Pagans 
couldn’t have had a Christmas cel¬ 
ebration. However, almost all pag¬ 
ans, at least in the north, did have 
festivals around the time at which 
we now celebrate Christmas. These 
celebrations took place near the 
time of the winter solstice. At this 
time the sun seems to rise and set 
in almost the same place for about 
12 days. At this time all work ceas¬ 
ed, especially work which involved 
rotating objects such as grinding 
flour, or spinning. The Nordic win¬ 
ter solstice festival was called Jul. 
This is the origin of calling Christ¬ 
mas yule time. The meaning of the 
word is quite uncertain. 

Ingrid — 

What kind of celebrations did 
they have? Did they exchange gifts 
and worship their gods? 

Dr. Bourassa — 

As the Norse in pagan time left 
few written records we are uncer¬ 
tain about the exact nature of their 
celebrations but apparently it was 
a period of gift giving, and some 
religious ceremonies were involved. 
One thing that makes it hard to 
gain information about ancient cel¬ 
ebrations is that new customs creep 
in almost unnoticed. 

For example, Rudolph the Red 
Nosed reindeer is a common fix¬ 
ture at Christmas now whereas a 
few years ago, before the song be¬ 
came popular, there was no Ru¬ 
dolph at all. 

The Norse Jul celebration was 
probably associated with the god 
Freyr who was thought to bring 
good crops. Freyr had a boar called 
Gullinborsti, and perhaps the cus¬ 
tom of eating a roast pig at Christ¬ 
mas is a remnant of an old custom 
of sacrificing a pig to Freyr at Jul 
time. 

Thor, a god of warriors and a 
protector of the people, was prob¬ 
ably also involved in the Jul fes¬ 
tival. As you may know Thor’s car¬ 
riage was pulled by a goat and, 
in some current day festivals in 
Scandinavia, a goat is to be found. 
Written references don’t go back 
beyond about 1543 but some peo¬ 
ple believe the presence of the 
goat to be a remnant of the pagan 
worship of Thor. 

Horses were probably also in¬ 
volved in the Jul ceremonies. These 
animals were much admired by the 
Vikings and figure prominently in 
their mythology. For example, 
Odin’s 8-footed war horse, and 
Freyr’s sacred horses. The latter 
were probably a symbol of fertility. 
At the most important festivals 
horses were sacrificed and the flesh 
eaten. This was directly opposed to 
the Christian sacrament of the Holy 
Eucharist and, when Christianity 
reached the Norse, a determined 
and successful effort was made to 
end the eating of horse flesh. This 
seems to account for the present 
day distaste for horse meat. 


It has been reported that many I would look after the animals in the 


years ago in some areas of England, 
people went about with a horse’s 
head (real or carved) on the end of 
a pole. The jaws were fixed so they 
could be snapped at people. Some 
have suggested this might also be 
based on some Norse rites. It is 
certainly reminiscent of the Nids- 
tang which Egil set up to curse 
Eric Blood Axe. In Scandinavia a 
Julebuk was sometimes used. This 
consisted of a buck’s head which 
was used to butt children. 

Jul was probably a family fes¬ 
tival in which all members of the 
family would gather together to 
exchange gifts and have generous 
helpings of special foods. Cooked 
pigs, cold ham, blood sausage, head¬ 
cheese, baked cookies, etc. Probably 
there were expectations that some 
of the dead might return and beds 
might have been made up for them. 

Ingrid — 

How did the pagan Jul festival 
get associated with Christianity? 

Dr. Bourassa — 

Well, the church generally tried 
to absorb the pagan festivals into 
some kind of Christian celebration. 
This was an effective method of 
using an already - existing festival 
time to get pagans to worship 
Christ. This method seems to have 
been very useful but of course it 
means that some pagan rites are 
almost bound to creep into the 
Christian ceremonies. For example 
in the Heimskringla we read that 
King Haakon the Good “made a law 
that the festival of Yule should be¬ 
gin at the same time as Christian 
people hold it; and that every man, 
under penalty, should brew a mea¬ 
sure of malt into ale, and therewith 
keep the Yule holy as long as it 
lasted.” Some Christians might ques¬ 
tion this way of keeping the Yule 
holy. 

Olaf Sveen — 

Thank you, Dr. Baurassa, and 
now Mr. Arne Johannesen, Norwe¬ 
gian Consul to Alberta, will tell us 
about how Christmas is celebrated 
in Norway nowadays. 

In Norway Christmas is a re¬ 
markable blend of Christmas ritual 
and centuries-old pagan rites. Cus¬ 
toms vary from district to district, 
though it is most often in the rural 
tracts of Norway that interesting 
holdovers from a bygone day add 
color to the Yuletide festivities. 
Common to all regions, however, 
is the thorough house-cleaning and 
the immense amount of cooking 
and baking which precede the 
Christmas feast. 

The women scrub and bake for 
weeks. In many districts it is still 
a must to have 14 different kinds 
of cookies baked and on hand, a 
different kind for each day of the 
extended Yuletide celebrations. 
Lutefisk is, of course, the tradi¬ 
tional dish on Christmas Eve. 

On the farm the fall slaughtering 
is delayed until just before Yule. 
The Christmas pig, whose growth 
throughout the year has been care¬ 
fully watched by all members of the 
family, plays an important role in 
the Yule ritual. Every part of the 
animal is used for some traditional 
dish. Several kinds of sausages, 
hams, cutlets, fats and trimmings, 
right down to the feet which are 
pickled in brine. Other chores must 
be done — wood has to be chopped 
for the first three days of Yule, the 
animals must be given an extra 
portion of feed. 

On the farms all work must be 
finished by 4 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon when the village church bell 
rings in the period of Christmas 
peace. Before the family go to the 
table to eat their Christmas supper, 
the Julenek (a sheaf of grain) is 
hung out in the yard for the birds 
to feed on and porridge is taken 
out to the barn so that the small 
Julenisser will have their Christ¬ 
mas dinner. This custom goes back 
hundreds of years, when it was be¬ 
lieved that the spirit of these nisser 


coming year. 

In the cities all factories are clos¬ 
ed on Christmas Eve, stores and 
offices close at 1 p.m. This enables 
the people to go to the children’s 
Christmas service in the churches 
starting at 4 p.m. When the service 
is over, the people go to their homes 
for their Christmas meal. After the 
meal the Julenisser (Santa Claus) 
will arrive and distribute the pre¬ 
sents to the young and adults. Dur¬ 
ing the evening a Christmas tree 
will be placed in the middle of the 
floor, old and young will join hands, 
walk around the tree and sing the 
traditional Christmas carols. 

On Christmas Day it is early 
rising to be in time for morning 
church services. The peel of church 
bells sound far and wide, and in 
the countryside long lines of sleds 
or cars head towards the shrines of 
worship. 

In many coastal districts this may 
involve many miles of rowing, pro¬ 
viding the fjord is ice free. After 
the service there is a general shak¬ 
ing of hands and the season’s greet¬ 
ing “God Jul” and then home to 
tables laden with food. 

Christmas Day is a time for fam¬ 
ily reunion. The second day of 
Christmas is the time for friendly 
visits, Christmas caroling and gen¬ 
eral celebration. The third day of 
Christmas, the children go their 
traditional round of Julebokk (simi¬ 
lar to our Hallowe’en) where they 
receive Christmas cookies, apples, 
oranges, nuts, etc.
